The new provision allows a wi- 
dow, if she wishes, to start mon- 
thly benefits beginning when she 
is age 60. Up to now, a widow had 
to be 62 before she could start get- 
ting monthly payments, unless she 
had in her care a child of her de- 
ceased husband eligible for child’s 
insurance benefits. 

If a woman decides to start her 
benefits at age 60, she will receive 
a smaller monthly ‘benefit than if 
she waited until she was 62, be- 
eause she will be getting monthly 
payments over a-longer period.
